HAUPTMANN’S CASE IS 
DISCUSSED INFORMALLY 


New Yo rk, Dec. 3 0 (ZP)— A de­ 
structiv e blizzard swept up the 
New England co ast to day after 
causing at least 16 deaths and 
millio ns o f do llars damage be­ 
tween Geo rgia and New Yo rk. 
In Atlanta alo ne damage was 
estimated uno fficially at $2,000,- 
000, lights, heat and telepho nes 
were missing fro m many ho mes, 
and street car serv ice sto pped 
during the week end. 
Fo rty -fiv e tho usand men and 
1,3 00 sno wplo ws were called o ut 
at dawn in New Yo rk to clear the 
streets 
o f sno w mo re than 
3 
inches deep. 
Co astal shipping was disrupt­ 
ed, and railro ad and bus serv ice, 
was hampered by heav y wind| 
and sno w co mbined with falling 
temperatures. Air lines in the 
east gro unded o r rero uted their 
planes.

been set fo r the week o f J anuary 
13 fo r the murder o f the Lind­ 
bergh baby . 
The co nv icted slay er o f the 
kidnaped Lindbergh baby , with 
mo st o f his av enues o f appeal ex ­ 
hausted, m aintained the pheg- 
matic demeano r which has char­ 
acterized him since his arrest in 
Septem ber, 19 3 4 .

firmly 
co nv inced 
that

him 
fro m the electric chair the week 
o f J anuary 13 . 


The co urt o f pardo ns, 
which 
co uld co mmute his sentence to 
life impriso nment o r grant a re­ 
priev e, assembled to co nsider an­ 
o ther m an’s case, but o bserv ers 
tho ught it likely a hearing date 
fo r Hauptm ann’s plea wo uld be 
set. 
A quick decisio n o n the clem­ 
ency plea itself was po ssible but 
unlikely . Such actio n wo uld be 
a distinct departure fro m no rmal 
practice.

A brighter ou t­ 
look is ahead and we shou ld cast ou r line to op­ 
portu nity that we may get a rightfu l share of 
the better things that are to be had. 
As a commu nity, we shou ld also plan for the 
improvement of ou r entire grou p. Have we a plan 
for the new year? Is there any cou rse mapped 
ou t for action? Or, shall we ju st drift along 
like a ru dderless ship, aimless and pu rposeless, 
with no idea of making the most of opportu ni­ 
ties? 
Commu nities like individu als, who go along 
with the cu rrent never get any place. They fol­ 
low the line of least resistance u ntil they lose 
initiative and a desire to forge ahead. They then 
begin slipping, and once started backward, they 
move faster in that direction than they did for­ 
ward. 
If we get careless abou t the welfare of the 
commu nity, if we are satisfied to “let well enou gh 
alone” and u nresistingly drag along throu gh the 
year withou t ambition or hope of bettering ou r 
condition, there is no hope for any advancement. 
We are headed for the commu nity graveyard. 
To progress as we shou ld, a cou rse of action, 
u nselfish leadership and thorou gh co-operation 
on the part of all the people is essential. 
We can get whatever we go after, both as in­ 
dividu als and a commu nity, if we try hard enou gh 
and place the achievement of ou r goal above all 
distracting element. Let’s get going now for a 
bigger and better new year. 


THE LINDBERGH’S DEPARTURE 
The su dden and secretive departu re of Charles 
A. Lindbergh and his wife with their son, Jon, 
for England in the midst of the bu sy holiday sea­ 
son left the American pu blic startled and pu z­ 
zled. 
No direct statement of plans or reasons for the 
hasty leave have been made althou gh it was re­ 
ported from su pposedly au thoritative sou rces that 
kidnap threats in increasing nu mber and viru ­ 
lence were responsible. It is stated by the same 
sou rce of information that they intend to be away 
for an indefinite time and may resu me per­ 
manent residence in England. 
Neither local, state or federal law enforcement 
agencies were aware of new kidnap threats to­ 
ward the Lindbergh child according to state­ 
ments that were received by the press. If new 
threats against the safety of the family were 
prevalent, ignorance was at least professed so 
far as official information was concerned. 
Whether the Lindberghs were u ndu ly alarmed 
or had every good reason to be fearfu l for the 
well being of their second son, is a qu estion that 
mu st be ascertained later so far as pu blic infor­ 
mation is concerned bu t all will agree that the 
Lindberghs cou ld not bu t help from being appre­ 
hensive if they knew of any reason why their son, 
Jon’s, safety was not secu re. 
If this is the case, it is a seriou s reflection on 
the nation that its own illu striou s sons are not 
safe to rear their families within its confines. 
Many prominent families as well as the Lind­ 
berghs have su ffered anqu ish and torment at the 
hands of kidnapers with some experiencing the 
fate of the famou s flier in losing a loved one. 
Progress has been made in hu nting down kid­ 
napers and bringing them to ju stice for their 
deeds bu t all of this does not yet gu arantee the 
safety of those fortu nate enou gh to possess 
enou gh money to make it attractive and profit­ 
able for su ch dastardly hu man beings to prey 
their wares. It seems that we need some fu rther 
drastic law revision and a renewed effort on the 
part of law enforcement agencies to give no qu ar­ 
ter to those who dare to operate against welfare 
of society. It seems indeed lamentable that an 
American citizen shou ld be forced to migrate to 
a foreign land that his son might enjoy a tran­ 
qu il and normal childhood free from constant 
fear and with the opportu nity to develop natu r­ 
ally.
